DES MOINBS, la., April 3.—The su- 


preme court in an opinion filed yes- 
terday, sustained the constitutionality 
of the Iowa statute for the regulation 
of the liquor traffic familiarly known 
as the Mulct law. The opinion writ- 
ten by Justice Deemer received the in- 
dorsement of the five republican mem- 
bers of the court, while Justice Kinne, 
the single democratic member, filed a 
dissenting opinion pronouncing the 
law unconstitutional, and a rank at- 
tack upon the integrity of representa- 
tive government. 


The mulct law was passed by the 


last legislature as a compromise meas- 
ure between license and prohibition. 
Under its provisions prohibition re- 
mains the general law of the state, 
but upon the petition of a majority 
of 
the voters or 
cities of 
over 


5,000 population of 65 per cent, of the 
voters of counties having no cities of 
that siie, city councils and township 
authorities may inflict a mulct tax of 
8500 and upward per annum upon 
places where liquor is sold, and the 
payment of this tax shall be a bar to 
prosecutions under the prohibitory 
law. 


The constitutionality of the measure 


wab attacked in the lower courts im- 
mediately after it became a law. The 
case decided yesterday was entitled, 
"The State ex rel. D. F. Wetter vs. 
James Forker and W. W. Moore." It 
went to the supreme court 
from

rier sustained the 
constitutionality 


of 
the 
law 
but 
expressed 
the 


opinion that 
there was room for 


doubt. The state appealed. The main 
contention was that the legislature 
delegates lawmakiiig power to the 
people of localities, to city councils 
and township trustees in contraven- 
tion of the fundamental law of the 
the state. This view the majority of 
the supreme court rejects while it is 
supported by Judge Kinne in his dis- 
senting opinion.

CABHOLI.TON, Mo., April 3.—The case 


cJthestate against William and George 
Taylor, charged with the murder of 
Gus Meeks, was given to the jury last 
night at the conclusion of the argu- 
ments by the attorneys. 
After hearing 


theinstructionsthe jury were informed 
that they would be excused from con- 
sidering the case until 7 o'clock this 
morning. 


The opinion is so strong now that 


the verdict will be for conviction that 
the talk of mob violence has quieted 
down. There is no doubt, however, 
that a verdict of acquittal would in- 
flame the public perhaps to a danger- 
ous pitch. 


Sheriff Stanley received the follow- 


ing from Gov. Stone yesterday: 


"Do you apprehend mob violence in 


the Taylor case? Notify me if yon de- 
sire a company of militia " 


The sheriff replied. "I apprehend 


no danger at present. Will advice you 
later." 


This plainly and truthfully shows 


the feeling in Carrollton. There is no 
danger of mob violence. Sheriff Stan- 
ley has the situation well in hand, and 
since Saturday has not felt the slight- 
est alarm.

DB. VINCENT ON ALASKA. 


An Address on a Journey to the 


Frozen North. 


Last night there was a fair-sized audi- 


ence numerically at Grace M. E. church 
to hear the entertaining address on "The 
Arctic Region," delivered by Dr. Ed- 
ward Vincent, who was a member ol 
Lieutenant Peary's expedition. 
Dr. 


Vincent was one of the most active 
members of the exploring party. He 
gave a very amusing and instructive 
address, and exhibited native costumes 
and utensils and models of sledges, be- 
sides numerous relics. 
He explained 


that one jacket which he exhibited was 
made from the fur of the Arctic fox, the 
skins of which were valued at from 82( 
to 8100 each. He traded a razor to a 
native for tha jacket. 
The native 


thought he was getting the razor too 
cheap and brought three more skins to 
Dr. Vincent for good measure. 


In speaking of the religion of the na 


lives of tho Arctic regions, Mr. Vincen' 
said it was hard to find out what they 
really did believe beyond the fact tha' 
they think good people go up and be 
come stars, their brilliancy being in 
proportion to their goodness on earth 
They believe bad people go down ane 
that something horrible befalls them 
but just what that is they don't pretenc 
to know.

Chicago Gives Almost a Clean Sweep

Other Cities. 


CHICAGO, April 3. — The entire repub- 


lican ticket with the exception of a 
few isolated aldermen was elected 
here 
yesterday, George B. Swift's 


plurality for mayor approximating1 
45,000. This, is taken from incomplete 
police returns. 
At 10 o'clock last 


night 810 precincts out .of 920, returned 
Swift 129, 7(M votes; Wenter (dem.), 
S0,5»l, and Uolraes (pop.), 9,870. 
The 


council wili stand overwhelmingly re- 
publican. 
"Iliukey Dink McKenna" 


(dem 
) was defeated for alderman in 


the first ward — a democratic strong- 
hold — by 400 votes. 


In the nineteenth ward ex-Con- 


gressman Frank Lawler, independent 
democratic candidate for alderman 
and ex-candidate for postmaster, ap- 
pears to have the whiphand. Alder- 
man McGillen, Mayor Hopkins' right 
fcower, is behind in the twenty-first 
ward, and the only survivors of the al~ 
dermanic cyclone, from the present 
outlook, are Stuckart. of the sixth, 
and Uennett, of the eighth. 


The republicans are (jiving them- 


selves up to the delirium of victory, 
and crowds of 1,000 marched through 
the city hall last evening with horns 
and drums. 


Tho city voted by a majority esti- 


mated at 40,000 to place itself under

QUARANTINE, S. I., April 3.—The 


Nova Scotian bark J. S. Marstef sailei 
from New York March 29, passing 
through Hell Gate and the sound on a 
voyage to Demorara, and returned to 
port yesterday afternoon by way o 
Sandy Hook, in search of police assist 
auce and the services of a surgeon. 


On the night of March 20, about six- 


ty-six miles east of iMontauk point, the 
bark having passed by that place on 
the morning of the same day, Capt. 
McNeil came on deck to take a. look 
at the weather. The captain had 
hardly stepped outside the compan- 
ionway when Seaman W. Holzerher, 
who was at the wheel, drew a revolver 
from his pocket and fired five shots i 
rapid succession directly at the cap- 
tain, every one of which took effect. 
One ball entered the captain's face 
just below the right eye, one in the 
neck, a third in the thigh, another in 
the left shoulder, and the other in the 
arm. 


The mate rushed to the rescue of th 


captain, and disarmed the would-be 
assassin, securing him before he coulc 
do further damage. 


Capt. McNeil's wounds bled 
pro 


fusely before they could be bandagec 
by his wife, who was on boai-d, and al 
though very weak, none of the wounds 
are considered dangerous 


Holzerher was immediately put in 


irons. He is a native of Germany 


. about 29 years of age, and when seen 
yesterday afternoon stated that he 
had no recollection whatever of shoot- 
ing Capt. McNeil, and apppared to be 
dazed. He is a mild, inoffensive ap- 
pearing man. No one of the Marster's 
crew had any trouble with Uolzerher 
prior to the shooting, and no one was 
able to account for the action.

Havana is GO miles west of Matanzas. 
The climate is variable, but snow never 
falls in Cuba. In the cities and near 
the swamps yellow fever prevails from 
the middle of June to the last o* Octo- 
ber, but in the interior of the island it 
is no more unhealthy than in American 
cities in summer. The average tem- 
terature at Ilavana is 77. the maximum 
89 and the minimum 50 degrees. The 
population of the island is about 2,000,- 
000, of which 300,000 are Spaniards. 


Havana, the eighth commercial capi- 


tal of the world, with a population of 
400,009, has a harbor populous with 
the ships of all nations. Moro Castle, 
with its big guns peering out through 
the yellow stones and its sentinel light- 
house, stands guard over the narrow 
entrance, with the battery of La Punta 
opposite. The city is rich in public 
buildings, cathedrals and venerable 
churches. The dwelling-houses are uni- 
versally so constructed as to form an 
open square in the center, which con- 
stitutes the only yard or court attached. 
The house is divided into a living-room, 
a storeroom, chambers and stable— 
these all upon one floor—while the fam- 
ily vehicle blocks up in part the only 
entrance, which is used in common by 
horses, ladies, slaves and gentleman 
callers. The rooms are lofty and the 
floors, stuccoed or tiled in marble, while 
the \valls and ceilings are frequently 
crnaipontecl in fresoo. The most strik- 
ing peculiarity of the town-house in 
Cub;j i, the precaution taken to render 
it wife against sudden attack, each ac- 
cesM'nle window being secured with 
stout iron bars from top to bottom, 
while bullet-proof doors bar the en-

trance^ The Cuban ladies rarely stir 
abroad except in a vehicle, and in eon- 
sequence the feet of the senoritas are 
marvels of smallness and delicacy. 
Their voices are sweet and low, while 
the subdued tone of their complexion is 
relieved by the arch vivacity of night- 
black eyes. But the domestic affec- 
tions arc not cultivated—in fact, home 
to the average Cuban is only a place to 
sleep. 


The first attempt of the Cubans to 


throw off the Spanish yoke was made 
in 1S2S, when Simon Bolivar offered to 
aid the disaffected party by putting an 
invading force into the island. An- 
other was made in 1820, and a third in 
1S28. 
Under the leadership of Gen. 


Lopez a conspiracy was developed at 
Clenfuegos and Trinidad in 1848 to es- 
tablish Cuban independence, but the 
natives were timid, and after two years 
of desultory fighting Lopez was over- 
powered aud executed in 1850. 
The 


island was in a chronic state of civil 
war from 1808 to 1S70, a fact which so 
attracted the attention of President 
Grant that, in the interest of American 
and Cuban commerce, he proposed an- 
nexation. These outbreaks were led 
by 
Cespedes, an able lawyer 
and 


wealthy planter of Bayamo, and dur- 
ing the eight years of hostilities Spain 
actually sent' to Cuba 145,000 enlisted 
men, 
of whom only a few hundred ever 


returned. Since 1870 roving bands of 
insurgents have caused the axxthoritics 
more or less serious trouble, and the 
mountains and half-inaccessible forests 
of the eastern shore still serve to se- 
crete many armed and disaffected peo- 
ple. 


In the revolutions of 1S78 the com- 


manders of the little guard costa gun- 
boats, probably in utter ignorance of 
international law, interfered 
with 


American shipping, and the Spanish 
government had to pay for their rash- 


Fallacies aft to Weight. 


A physician points out that several 


fallacies are common with regard to 
the weight of the human body. The 
man who congratulates himself on hia 
gain of several pounds in weight over 
a given period may have no cause for 
rejoicing, for he may be under a de- 
lusion. Very few persons, says this in- 
vestigator, have any correct idea of 
their own weight. As a matter of fact 
the weight of the body is continually 
changing, owing to innumerable influ- 
ences. On a warm day after breakfast 
a man will lose more than a third of a 
pound per hour. Seventy per cent, of 
the body consists of water, and its 
weight varies constantly. The infer- 
ence to be drawn from the loss or gain 
of a pound or two may be mistrusted. 
Fluctuations of a few ounces are a sign 
that the body is in a healthy state. 


To Stop a Runaway Hae. 


"I was much impressed," says Mr. 


Goslington to a New York Sun man, 
"by something that I saw hi the street 
this morning, the manner in which 
a man stopped his hat, which was 
blowing away. It is well known that 
under such circumstances a hat often 
develops great eccentricity of move- 
ment; when you stoop down to put 
your hand on it as you run it is not 
there. But this man. ran.past and just 
to leeward of his hat and stopped it as 
it rolled toward him." 


THEIR FIRST HUNDRED. 


Great ITUlionalrra Tell now TIley Bc£aa 


to Grow Rich. 


So many citizens of this country have 


succeeded within a generation or iess 
in piling up vast fortunes that it seems 
as if the task could not be a very dif- 
ficult one. It will be interesting to 
hear from some of them how they set- 
about it.. 


"When I was fifteen 3~ears old," said 


Collis P. Hantington to the writer, "I 
went from my home in Connecticut to 
New York and bought a small bill of 
goods, one of our neighbors being se- 
curity for my credit. My first deal was

a success, and thus I won my first 8100. 
But starting business in San Francisco 
in 1849 I lost heavily until my funds 
were so low that in order to get to Sac- 
ramento I earned my passage money 
thither on schooner by helping to load 
her at $1 an hour. In Sacramento I 
started in business in a tent with a lim- 
ited stock of general merchandise, and 
there I secured the first S100 that I may 
be said to have kept to the present 
time." 


Philip D. Armour, the Chicago pork 


packer, whose fortune is estimated at 
320,000.000, said: "I got the first flOO 
of the fortune I now possess by digging 
and washing gold. I started for Cali- 
fornia hi 1849 and drove a team of sis 
mules across the plains. There I dug 
and washed away until I was pretty 
well wearied, and then I got Some 
washings that I sold for $100, the first 
time I ever possessed so large a sum." 


Andrew Carnegie explained that his 


first 8100 was saved from salary paid to 
him by Thomas Scott, president of the 
Pennsylvania railroad. 


Senator John P. Jones, of Nevada, 


sometimes called the silver king, said 
that he found his first money in the 
ground, but he earned it. He went to 
California in 1849 and worked as a 
miner in placers and tunnels and there 
made a small beginning of his fortune. 


The late Senator Stanford often told 


how he earned his first S100. It was as 
a lawyer's fee. He was practising in 
Ozankee county, Washington territory, 
and defended aman accused of murder- 
ing a peddler. The most damaging 
fact against him was that a ring be- 
longing to the murdered man was 
found on the prisoner's hand. 


Addressing the jury in the most sol- 


emn manner Stanford said: 
"Before 


God, 
I swear that I know this man is 


innocent." 


His attention was then attracted to a 


spectator who was in a state of great 
emotion. Going to him he said: "This 
is the guilty man." The man confessed 
and explained that the peddler's ring 
was pulled off in the death struggle. 
Stanford received from his client $100, 
which he always afterward preserved.

Carious Property of a Bean Which Grow* 


In Java. 


The "jumping bean" is still fresh in 


the memory of the curiosity hunter. It 
seems that a worthy successor to it has

been found in a little dry fruit growing 
in Java, and described recently in La 
Nature. The fruit is about an inch and 
a half long and cigar-shaped, and ex- 
plodes with a loud report if placed into 
water after floating for two or three 
minutes. It can be shown in an ordi- 
nary water tumbler. The force devel- 
oped is sufficient to tear apart the two 
halves of the pericarp and to hurl one 
of them with the greater number of 
seeds quite forcibly into the ah-. The 
fruit grows on a tree of the species ot 
aeanthaceas, probably of the justicia 
grandiflora, common in the Sunda 
islands and the peninsula of Malacca.
